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Gypsies set up illegal 


camp in Angel Drove 


TRAVELLERS have set 
up an illegal camp on an 
industrial estate in Ely. 

Three caravans moved 
onto vacant units on the 
Cambridgeshire Business 
Park, next to Tesco, over 
the weekend after a metal 
barrier was forced open. 

Police visited the travellers on 
Monday but the gypsy families 
remain at the site in Angel Drove. 

An employee at a nearby 
business, who did not want to be 
named, said people were fed up 
over the repeated illegal camps 
there. 

He said: “It’s the fourth time in 
the past two years and each time 
there have been problems. 
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“We’ve had apples thrown at 
cars, tyres let down and children 
messing about with our cars. 

“When they were here last time, 
they broke into the empty office 
block and ripped out the air 
conditioning system, which I 
suppose they will sell for scrap. 

“It’s only three caravans this 
time, but we had 10 here last time. 
They normally stay for a couple of 
weeks until they are evicted, 
which is pretty terrible for 
business.” 

The business park has seen 
numerous illegal encampments in 
the past few years, with some 
firms threatening to move away 
from the park due to related 


incidents of fly-tipping and 
vandalism. 

In April and July last year, East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
had to remove a group of 10 
illegally parked caravans, which 
then moved into the Tesco car 
park. 

The supermarket was also 
forced to close its garage for an 
evening in July after reports of 
repeated shoplifting by travellers. 

Councillor Ian Allen, the 
council’s travellers’ champion, 
said: “This latest incident 
underlines the need for 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
to provide permanent pitches for 
travellers in transit. 

“If we move these families on, 
they will only go somewhere else 
and cause the same problems. 

“Ely’s own traveller community 


is very unhappy about these 
illegal camps because it is then 
wrongly linked to these incidents 
of wanton vandalism and 
criminal trespass. 

The Cambridge Sub Regional 
Traveller Needs Assessment, a 
countywide survey carried out in 
2006 to estimate the numbers of 
pitches each district needed to 
provide by 2010, recommended 
that between 25 and 45 new 
pitches should be built in East 
Cambridgeshire. 

As part of new rules for local 
authorities, East Cambridgeshire 
District Council has already 
surveyed 56 travellers and 
gypsies, and has found that most 
people questioned want to live on 
permanent sites on the edge of 
settlements to cut down on 
disputes with other residents.

Shelter for older teens 
set for Paradise site 


A YOUTH shelter will be 
built near Ely’s Paradise 
pool to give older teen¬ 
agers somewhere to go. 

The £5,000 shelter will replace 
the old skateboard ramps near 
the swimming pool in 
Newnham Street, which were 
demolished to make way for the 
controversial £80,000 skatepark 
on St John’s Playing Fields. 

It follows a recommendation 
by police to the City of Ely 
Council that older children who 
did not like skateboarding had 
nowhere to go in Ely with their 
friends. 

Work will start on the shelter 
later this month, which will be 
funded by a Government grant. 
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Councillor Richard Hobbs, 
the council’s head of recreation 
services, said: “Older youths 
have not been not catered for in 
Ely, they needed somewhere to 
go and meet their mates - some¬ 
where they could call their own. 

“We’re very happy to have the 
funds to build this shelter and I 
think it’s an ideal place for it. 

“We want our young people to 
look after it and we’ll be asking 
them what else they want 
there.” 

He added: “It’s a good place to 
have a basketball hoop, so if 


they behave themselves and 
look after the shelter, then they 
might get one. 

“We’ve taken advice about 
this project from police, who 
actually came to us asking if we 
could do something for older 
teenagers. We thought this 
would be a good meeting point 
for them.” 

The shelter follows concerns 
about anti-social behaviour at 
the new skatepark near St 
John’s Road, where residents 
have reported noisy youths 
gathering before vandalising 
cars and fences. 

The new shelter will be built 
by Highline Skateparks, who 
built the city’s existing skate¬ 
park, and who are now carrying 


out maintenance work costing 
£6,000 to soundproof the ramps. 

Brian Tully, anti-social behav¬ 
iour officer for East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council, 
welcomed the new shelter. 

He said: “It’s a place where 
young people tend to gather 
anyway and therefore it’s a 
good place for it. 

“I am very much in favour of 
giving young people a place to 
go and socialise. 

“Just because youths are 
hanging about, it doesn’t mean 
they are up to good. 

“If young people - like every 
other age group - want to 
socialise, I think we should give 
them a place to go.” 
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And they call 
it puppy love 

THESE cute puppies are now seeking 
new homes. 

It follows a happy accident between two 
much-loved family pets from Ely, which 
saw the arrival of these Heinz puppies 
three weeks ago. 

Described as happy, healthy and having 
a good temperament, these 
cross-breeds must now go their 
separate ways. 

A contribution from the sale of each dog 
will go towards Cambridge University 
Veterinary School’s Hope Appeal, which 
is raising £2 million for the cancer 
therapy unit at the city’s Queens 
Veterinary Hospital.

New lobby effort 
to stop Mereham 


ANTI-MEREHAM pro¬ 
testers have started a new 
lobbying campaign to 
scupper the proposed 
5,100-home eco-town. 

Campaigners against the 
Multiplex Stannifer plans had 
put their efforts on hold after 
the end of the three-month 
independent public inquiry in 
January. 

But they believe the job is not 
yet done - despite collecting 
nearly 8,000 names against the 
town, staging numerous demon¬ 
strations, writing dozens of 
letters and securing the support 
of leaders of parish, town, city, 
district and county councils in 
Cambridgeshire. 

Now a new campaign effort 
will see Mereham opponents 
lobby planning supremo Hazel 
Blears directly. 

Dr Alan James wants resi- 
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dents to write to the Secretary 
of State for Communities and 
Local Government, who will 
make the final decision on 
Mereham, asking her to follow 
through on her calls for more 
“community empowerment”. 

It comes after the Weekly 
News revealed Ms Blears had 
written to councillors about 
plans to force councils to 
consider petitions of just 200 
names on community issues. 

Dr James, a leading cam¬ 
paigner against Mereham said: 
“It seems the public can be 
empowered to comment on 
yobbos, dog mess and kiddies 
play areas, but we probably 
should not be trusted with 
commenting on planning and 


licensing. Is that condescending 
or what? 

“I would like residents to 
respond - and ask all your 
friends to respond - to the 
current calls for public 
consultation by Hazel Blears on 
‘empowering communities’. 

“We have collected 7,850 sig¬ 
natures against Mereham, and 
we expect Hazel Blears to take 
her own medicine and listen to 
us.” 

He wants residents to log on 
to the communities department 
website by March 20 and have 
their say 

Dr James added: “This is a 
great opportunity to deliver a 
resounding message to Hazel 
Blears that we want the public 
to be empowered enough to be 
properly consulted about 
planning issues, and petitions 
proposals should include plan¬ 
ning issues.”

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Firm fined for 
polluting ditch 


A POTATO ware¬ 
house firm has 
been fined £7,000 
for polluting a 
watercourse with 
sewage. 

Bosses from The 
Produce Connection, in 
Chittering, were fined 
by Ely magistrates 
after their staff toilet 
began to leak into a 
nearby ditch. 

The court heard how 
neighbouring farmers, 
who used the water¬ 
course for irrigation, 
had complained about 
the state of the ditch. 

An inspection by 
Environment Agency 
officers discovered foul 
water, which had been 
discharging for some 
time, killing insects 
and vegetation around 
the ditch. 

Anne-Lise McDon¬ 
ald, prosecuting, told 
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the court there were 
“black, septic deposits 
smelling of sewage” 
along half of the 800m 
ditch. 

Tim Carey, defend¬ 
ing, said the company 
shut off the ditch from 
other waterways and 
replaced the faulty 
toilet immediately 
when it heard about the 
problem. 

He said: “The com¬ 
pany was mortified 
about the problem and 
mortified to hear they 
had caused problems to 
a neighbour. 

“This was not a case 
of safety before profit. 
They were not cutting 
corners to save a few 
bob.” 

Instead, he put it 
down to “mismanage¬ 


ment” in not finding an 
efficient way to dispose 
of the sewage. 

The company plead¬ 
ed guilty to polluting a 
waterway and was 
fined £7,000. 

It was also ordered to 
pay the Environment 
Agency’s £3,100 court 
costs. 

Environment Officer 
Sarah Wicks said: 
“This is a prime 
example where neglect¬ 
ing to regularly main¬ 
tain and service a plant 
has caused pollution of 
the watercourse and 
affected neighbouring 
farms reliant on a clean 
irrigation source. 

“It is imperative that 
operators of sewage 
treatment plants are 
aware of their respon¬ 
sibilities to operate and 
maintain the plants to 
prevent pollution of the 
environment.” 


Elderly woman killed in crash 


AN ELDERLY woman was killed 
when the car she was travelling in 
with her husband collided with a 
van and overturned on the A142. 

The incident happened at 
Witchford on Saturday at 8.50am. 

Phyllis Brown, 76, of The Orch¬ 
ards, Sutton, was pronounced dead 
at the scene. 


Her husband, 76, suffered a 
broken collar bone in the crash and 
remains at Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
in Cambridge. 

The van driver, a 38 year old from 
Little Downham, suffered head and 
shoulder injuries and was also 
taken to Addenbrooke’s for treat¬ 
ment.

Driver, 19, jailed 

A FORMER Ely schoolboy has been jailed 
for killing a motorcyclist. 

Tom Lord, 19, who attended King’s 
School, was driving a BMW when it 
skidded on a wet road and hit motor¬ 
cyclist Ray Linnett, killing him. 

Mr Linnett’s pillion passenger was 
seriously injured in the crash on the A141 
near Warboys, last July 

Sentencing him to four years in jail, 
Judge Nicholas Coleman told Lord, of 
Rosewood Close, March, he would have 
Mr Linnett’s death on his conscience for 
the rest of his life. 

Lord admitted causing death by care¬ 
less driving at an earlier hearing, where it 
was disclosed a small amount of cannabis 
was found in his blood after the crash. 

The apprentice plumber, sentenced at 
Peterborough Crown Court, was also 
banned from driving for three years. 


Family in fire drama 

A FAMILY were forced to flee their home 
after it was torched by arsonists. 

The fire began when an old settee outside 
a house in Yarrow Close, March, was set 
alight just before midnight last 
Wednesday 

The flames shattered a window and 
spread inside the building, causing 
extensive smoke damage.

Site set for Slim 
leisure complex 


AN £11 million sports 
complex could be built 
near Ely within the next 
two years. 

The new centre would include 
an eight-lane swimming pool, a 
six-court sports hall and a gym 
with 100 health and fitness 
stations. 

It could be built on farmland 
close to the rugby and football 
clubs in Downham Road as soon 
as 2010, and would be connected 
to the city by a new cycle and 
footbridge. 

A new multi-screen cinema 
and flood-lit five-a-side centre 
could also be built on the site at 
some point in the future. 

Mayor of Ely Cllr Ron 
Bradney, who is also East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council’s 
economic champion, said: “This 
complex will take us from non¬ 
league into the Premiership in 
terms of sports provision for 
local people. 

“It’s wonderful for our 
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children because they’ve had to 
travel to Cambridge and Peter¬ 
borough to enjoy these facilities. 

“If this sports centre happens, 
it will be right on their doorstep. 

“It will be really good news for 
the whole city It will attract new 
business to Ely and improve the 
lifestyle of thousands of people 
in the area.” 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council purchased the land in 
December 2006, but has kept the 
project under wraps while it 
drew up the plans. It is now 
working with the private sector 
which will help it build and run 
the sports complex. 

The council has already 
banked £160,000 in a reserve 
fund for the scheme and will put 
aside more money over the next 
two years, pushing the fund up 
to £500,000. 

Chief executive John Hill 


said: “It will be a real draw for 
people moving to Ely over the 
next five years. We also hope it 
will attract people from across 
the district and beyond into Ely. 

“We are now checking the 
costs and affordability of the 
scheme.” 

The plan would also see the 
end of Ely’s Paradise Pool as its 
lease is due to run out in 2010. 

Mr Hill added: “Without 
significant investment in 2010, 
the Paradise Pool is not really fit 
for purpose in the long term. 
The end of this pool would, 
however, free up prime real 
estate in the city centre, which 
could be used for either housing 
or retail purposes. 

The sports complex is part of 
the Ely Masterplan, which is 
due to be published in mid- 
March, and will map out Ely’s 
growth over the next 15 years. 

It will see Ely’s population 
grow from 17,500 to up to 25,000, 
with the creation of between 
3,000 to 6,000 new jobs.

School-run mum hit 
in row over parking 


A SCHOOL-RUN mum was 
punched 10 times by another 
woman in a row over a 
parking space. 

Police are investigating the 
attack by one driver on the 
other outside Kingsfield 
Primary School in Chatteris, 
at about 8.40am on Tuesday, 
February 26.

Seven reasons to save this 
gallery before it is too late 


Sir, So now we know the 
truth. The Tory district 
councillors DID have the 
money to save the Babylon 
Gallery, but chose not to do 
so. 

Last week the Lib Dem 
councillors put forward a 
proposal to give ADeC 
£35,000 so they could 
continue running the gallery, 
but the Tories chose to 
instead continue putting 
£150,000 into their fund to 
build a new leisure centre in 
the distant future. 

The other myth that most 
people can now see through 
is that it was not ADeC who 
chose to abandon the 
Babylon Gallery in preference 
to their other obligations to 
the arts. The truth is that the 
people of Ely told their 
elected councillors loud and 
clear that the Ely Cinema had 
to be retained. Also, to be 
seen to be pulling the plug on 
all the outreach work that 
ADeC does would have been 
very uncomfortable for the 
Tory party. 

I feel the visual arts are being 
unfairly singled out by the 


district council. Of all the arts, 
it needs to have its own 
designated space to flourish. 
Music, dance and drama can 
all operate in an empty space 
but art needs to be displayed 
professionally if it is to be 
properly appreciated. 

Why is it so important to keep 
a gallery open at Babylon? 

■ Of all the things which 
ADeC does, this is its most 
important contribution to 
tourism in Ely. As the second 
most-visited attraction after 
the Cathedral, with 25,000 
visitors last year, it is a major 
asset to the city. 

■ It provides the people of 
Ely and the surrounding 
district with a constantly 
changing feast of visual art 
(for proof of this, go and see 
the current show by Jeremy 
Andrews). 

■ Much of its education 
programme is centred around 
the current exhibition, so 
children, students and adults 
can learn about 
contemporary art, seen first¬ 
hand. 

■ The Babylon Gallery has 
helped Ely become known as 


a centre for the arts, and 
many smaller, more 
commercial galleries and 
craft shops have grown up 
around it. 

■ This summer, with the 
Maltings closed as well, there 
will be much less for visitors 
to do on Riverside. 

■ The Babylon Gallery fits 
exactly into the Ely Plan, with 
its ideas about expanding 
leisure facilities for a growing 
population. 

■ People considering coming 
to live here need to know that 
it is a vibrant place with lots 
happening. Closing this 
important attraction sends 
out all the wrong sort of 
messages. 

I very much hope that those 
people in Ely, Cambridge and 
the surrounding towns and 
villages who feel the same 
way will let their Tory 
councillors know that they 
wish to see the Babylon 
Gallery saved. But do it now, 
or it will be too late.

CAMBRIDGESHIRE’S 
very first “cop shop” is 
now open for business. 

The police office in Soham’s 
Budgens store is only the second 
of its kind in the country and 
will allow shoppers to discuss 
concerns with beat bobbies after 
picking up their groceries. 

It was officially opened by 
South East Cambridgeshire MP 
Jim Paice last Friday and will be 
open three times a week, twice a 
day as a trial period, with a view 
to extending its opening hours. 

Soham had its own full-time 
police station since the 1860s, but 
it was closed in 2000 because it 
was not “cost effective”. 

Cllr Chris Palmer, chairman of 
Soham Town Council, said: “We 
used to have a full-time office in 
Soham, with about six officers 
here, but that seems like a very 
long time ago now. 

“I think it’s vital to have some¬ 
where in the community to tell 
police about incidents and gen¬ 
eral worries about crime, so I’m 
glad that is now the case again. 

“It’s an issue on which we’ve 
campaigned for many years, so 
we’re delighted that it’s finally 
happened.” 

The opening day also saw 
more than 60 schoolchildren visit 
the office for a talk from police, 


where they had their finger¬ 
prints taken for fun. 

Jonathan James, owner of the 
Clay Street store, and himself a 
former special constable, was 
one of the driving forces behind 
the community police office. 

He said: “It will bring the 
police into the heart of our 
community 

“This base for the neigh¬ 
bourhood policing team will 
mean the community of Soham 
will be able to access officers 
more readily and in a familiar 
environment.” 

Mr Paice added: “This is a 
great example of the police and 
the local community working 
together. 

“Having a permanent police 
presence in the centre of Soham 
will provide reassurance to local 
people and help to deter the kind 


of anti-social behaviour that has 
proliferated in recent years.” 

Inspector Alan Savill, who 
runs the Ely district, added: “The 
office was established after 
listening to residents’ views 
during panel meetings and after 
local officers asked for a way in 
which to be more involved in the 
community and visible in their 
areas. 

“This is an ideal opportunity 
to come and meet the team and 
take positive crime prevention 
measures, which will allow 
officers a far greater opportunity 
to reduce crime, as well as 
apprehend offenders and recover 
stolen items.” 

The office opening hours are: 
Wednesday, 9am - 10am and 1pm 
- 2pm; Thursday 9am - 10am and 
lpm - 2pm; Friday, 2pm - 3pm 
and 6pm - 7pm.

on new reserve 


AMBITIOUS plans 
to create a massive 
nature reserve come 
under the spotlight 
this month. 

The National Trust 
wants to establish a 
“mosaic of wildlife 
habitats” linking its 
existing reserve at 
Wicken Fen with the 
north of Cambridge. 

The new reserve will 
cover 22 square miles, or 
56 square kilometres, 
and will also provide 
new open space for 
activities such as 
walking and cycling. 

The project is called 
the Wicken Fen Vision 
and a public consult¬ 
ation exercise was 
launched at the weekend 
to find out people’s 
views about the scheme. 

Jon Megginson, mana¬ 
ger of the project, said: 
“With nearly 50,000 
homes planned for the 
Cambridge area over the 
next few years, we need 
to create new open 
spaces to help wildlife 
thrive, and for people to 
explore and enjoy.

Wicken Fen is one of 


the most important 
wildlife sites in Europe, 
and is home to 7,800 
species, including some 
of Britain’s most endan¬ 
gered animals, birds, 
plants and insects. 

As well as creating 
new habitats, the 
proposed Wicken Fen 
scheme aims to create 
new circular routes for 
walking, cycling and 
horse-riding. 

It also intends to 
provide new bridges 
over the historic man¬ 
made waterways known 
as Lodes, and offer 
facilities such as cycle 
hire. 

The long-term project 
is already under way 
with a new bridge 
across Swaffham Bul- 
beck Lode under con¬ 
struction. 

It was originally 
planned to link the 
scheme to Cambridge 
via a bridge across the 
A14, to be called the 
Bridge of Reeds, but a 
bid for lottery funding 
was turned down, 
throwing it into doubt.

Villagers set up own internet firm 


VILLAGERS have set up their 
own internet company after 
telecom providers pulled the 
plug on broadband access to 
their community. 

Residents in the tiny village of 
Prickwillow took matters into 
their own hands after telecom 
giant GCL said it was no longer 
viable to run the high-speed 
internet access to their 220 
homes, after it was left with a 
£7,000 repair bill following 
equipment failure. 

Now a group of villagers have 


set up their not-for-profit 
company to allow them to stay 
in the fast lane of the 
information super-highway. 

The firm, 4SG Telecom, is led 
by software engineer James 
Dening, and is asking residents 
to sign up for the new service. 
Mr Dening, 37, of Mile End 
Road, said: “Broadband is a 
basic utility these days - most 
households just can’t function 
without it. 

“Like many small villages, we 
have lots of people who work 


from home who cannot do 
without it. 

“There are also some disabled 
people who rely on it for 
communication, so it’s a 
necessity for them. 

“It’s also very difficult for 
children to do homework 
nowadays without using the 
internet, so it would affect 
many families too. 

“This company is not about 
making money - it’s about 
providing hundreds of people 
with a vital service.”

Townend takes the 
honours at Isleham 


THE British eventing season got 
under way at the weekend with a 
two-day meeting at Isleham held in 
aid of CLIC Sargent. The traditional 
season opener, now in its 17th year, 
was hosted by Clem Tompsett MBE 
and organised by Col Chris Wells and 
has so far raised £116,000 for five 
charities in its history. The event 
attracted more than 600 entries 
headed by current Team GB rider 
and European team gold medal 
winner Oliver Townend. There was 
local success in the Open Pre-novice 
class with Royston rider Owen Moore 
finishing third on Salvation, a horse 
owned by Little Downham couple 
Tina and Bob Ure. The first Isleham 
Fresh Produce Intro section saw 
Little Downham rider Dr Polly Taylor 
finish second riding her new horse 
Secret Passion. The first CJ Murfitt 
Novice section was won by Piggy 
French riding Loughshore Comedy 
Act, while local rising star, Soham 
rider Fiona Jonason, was ninth. 

She was having her first competitive 
outing on her own horse Ardfield 
Golden and was happy with a top-10 
place against top competition. 

The junior section had local success 


with Ely rider Pretoria Lee and 
Cambridge rider Isabelle Edmondson 
being placed riding Multimedia and 
Dun Deliberately, respectively. The 
Intermediate-novice class saw 
Jonason in action again, this time 
riding Zin Zan Tiger into sixth behind 
eventual winner Henry Dove. 

The final section featured the two 
Intermediate sections which had 
attracted a quality entry. 

In the Isleham Fresh Produce Ltd 
section, Townend took second and 
third places with ODT Master Rose 
and Tribal Leader. Winning by less 
than two points was Andrew James 
riding Cudlic Earl. 

The final event was the Tompsett 
Burgess Growers Ltd Open 
intermediate which had one of the 
closest finishes of the weekend. 
Following the dressage Townend, 
with Clover Curtis, had the lead, but a 
fence down in the show-jumping 
handed the lead to his partner 
French, who had jumped clear on 
Chase The Moon. 

In the deciding cross-country, both 
jumped clear but French incurred two 
more time penalty points than Oliver, 
who went on to claim the win.
